VATICAN CITY—I am happy to address myself to the 
Catholics of different nations and express a thought .on the 
significance and the importance of the Holy Year in relation 
to the duties of th 1 Penitentiary Major. 

To understand the sir -c amd the importance of 
Holy Year, there should be suMfcient In the expressions of 
the Holy Father in the intreduction of the bull of Indicties: 
for the Great X Jubilee, that “it ts proposed to recall all 
Christinns not only to expintion of their sins and to tha 
correction of thelr life but also to tend toward virtue and 
sanctity.” . 

To such an end, the Church has opened her spiritual 
treasures and has conceded in the most solemn form, to all 
the Chrittian world, the jubilee indulgence—that is, the 
total remission of {emporal ‘punishment due to sins com- 
mitted and = dutifully absolved—to be obtained = under 
Qetermined conditions throurhout the Holy Year in Rome, 
where the Holy Father Invites the faithful of the world 
“to gather in preat numbcrs with a spirit of compunction 
and of prayer.” 

The great jubilee of the Church Is, therefore, an event 
exquisitely spiritun! and is reguiated by solemn pontifical 
documents, which establish the discipline of it. And this 
spiritual- organisation is entrusted, for his office, to the 
Cardinal Penitentiary Major, whose duties are symbolised 
in the consignment respectively of the hammer and trowel 
which he makes to the Holy Father in the characteristic 
and mystic ceremony of the opening and closing of the Holy 
Door of the Vaticun Basilica. 

The Cardinal Penitentinry Major, in fact, is entrusted 
to provide in large numbers for the nomination of tha 
penitentiaries of the holy jubliec; to him falls the duty of 
keeplng vigil that all develops according to the apostolle 

. constitutlon, : 

And so that the faithful fecl the more greatly moved 
to rench Rome during the jubilee, there has been suspended 
everywhere, ‘with the exception of a very few, two other 
indulgences in their application to the ving, althcugh they 
remain in vigour Im regard {o the applicability to the dead;
